In Germany itself the success of 
the Mogadishu raid sent a wave of 
jubihatlon through the country: many 
people hoped that, an end was now 
near to a decade of urban terrorist 
violence. 

While - ultra leftists in Europe 
demonstrated with bombs as well as 
shouts against the commando rescue 
of the skyjack passengers and the 
deaths of . the Imprisoned terrorists, 
world - opinion united almost solidly 
in support of the West German raid. 

But the congratulatory editorials 
and the commendations , of ordinary 
citizens were tempered by surprise 
at the reported suicides of the three 
jailed terrorists. 

Seventeen West Berlin lawyers 


who have represented accused 
terrorists were widely quoted for 
their statement that they feared the 
deaths were the result of calls to kill 
imprisoned terrorists in revenge for 
the hijacking of the Lufthansa air- 
liner and for the kidnapping of in- 
dustrialist Shchleyer. 

A preliminary investigation dls- 
closd that the three terrorists who 
died on Tuesday killed themselves 
after they learned of the failure of 
the hijackers' plan to free them, 
justice authorities In Stuttgart said 

yesterday. 

However. & lawyer for Andreas 
Baader claimed the convicted 
terrorist died in his cell of a bullet 
wound in the back of the neck and ex- 
pressed doubt he committed suicide. 

Lawyer Heinz Fimke told a news 
conference he saw the fatal wound at 
an autopsy in Tuebingen, wbere 
Baader's body was taken on Tuesday 
from his cell. 

An angry Somalia lashed out 
yesterday at suggestions it agreed to 
the West German commando raid, in 
return for economic aid. 

A Somsfli government spokesman 
described foreign news reports that 
Somalia was motivated by promises 
of West German aid as “cheap and 
unfounded propaganda." 

It had always been Somalia’s 
policy to oppose Internationa! 
te r r or i s m, the spokesman said and 
Somali's action over the hijack was 
consistent with its humanitarian 
principles. (AP.UPI)

The U.S. has sent to Cairo an 
amended version of the “working 
paper" outlining procedures for 
reconvening Middle East peace talks 
In Geneva before the end of this 
year, Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmy said last night. Syria 
and Jordan are also understood to 
have received copies of the altered 
version of the paper, which was' 
originally authored by U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and Israel 
Foreign Minister Mosbe Dayan 
earlier this month. 

Fahmy said the American paper 
constituted a step forward, but he 
cautioned that the document con- 
tained “mere opinions which are 
open to negotiation.” 

His statement coincided with the 
announcment that Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat had sent a 
message to President Carter yester- 
day. TCie contents of the message, 
winch was delivered to U.S. Am- 
bassador Herman Eilts in Cairo, was 
noi disclosed, but it is believed to 
deal with the working paper. 

Fahmy said his government has 
asked for clarification of the 
American views. He was addressing 
a joint meeting of the parliamentary 
national security and Arab and 
foreign affairs committees. 

The Egyptian foreign minister in- 
dicated that the new version of the 
Geneva working paper had evolved 
in the course of deliberations on the 
original U.S.- Israeli document. He 
|‘ said Egypt-hid -aakrd-for a vynihet~ 
of amendments In that six-clause 
paper, although he did not elaborate. 

. Fahmy did reveal that one of the 
points had to do with Egypt's aim of 
giving the Palestine Liberation 
Organization the right to designate 
the Palestinian representatives at 


Geneva. This contrasts with their 
previous demand to seat the PLO as 
the exclusive negotiator on behalf of 
the Palestinians. 

He said Egypt seeks to make it 
clear, in accordance with a 1974 
Arab summit decision in Rabat, that 
the PLO alone is authorized to speak 
in the name of the Palestinians “or 
to send representatives to Geneva." 

The idea of confining Palestinian 
representation to persons now living 
cm the West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
— ■ as Israel demands — is another of 
the points Egypt rejected In the 
original U.S.-Isr&eli working paper. 

Rather than rejecting the U.S.- 
Israel paper outright, the Egyptians 
relayed to the U.S. their “strong 
reservations" over all but the first of 
the document’s six clauses, which 
calls for the participation In Geneva 
of a united Arab delegation, in-

Fahmy: Jet motors

CAIRO (AP). — The Soviet Union 
has returned to Egypt “a large 
number of fighter jet motors" sent to 
i Moscow for overhaul.

West German commandos stormed 
the plane and killed three of the hi- 
jackers at Mogadishu airport in 
Somalia. 

In a strongly-worded statement on 
Tuesday, the Ifalpa head had said, 
“Governments of the world are the 
true killers’’ in the murder of 
Schumann. 

“By placing their selfish motives 
-of national sovereignty higher than 
the well-being of civilization, they 
(the governments) continue to en- 
courage .the escalation of these 
«brutol attacks whereby the lives of 
innocent passengers and crew are 
recklessly spent," he had said. 

Yesterday the pilots' associations 
of Israel, Yugoslavia and New 
Zealand said they would join the 48- 
hour strike. 

In Cologne, meanwhile. West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich 
Geascher said he planned a world- 
wide initiative to secure an Inter-

[Atherton: No one owns 
West Bank or Gaza

WASHINGTON.— Assistant 
Secretary of State Alfred Atherton 
yesterday repeated the Carter Ad- 
ministration's position that Israeli 
settlements In the administered 
territories are “obstacles to peace." 

Atherton, who was speaking 
before the House international 
relations sub-committees on inter- 
national' organizations and on 
Europe and toe Middle East, also 
rehearsed toe Carter contention that 
the settlements violate international 
law regarding occupied territory. 

But he admitted that Israel does 
not regard the territories as "oc- 
cupied.” And he added that the 
sovereignty over Judea-Samarla 
and Gaza — unlike that of the former 
Egyptian and Syrian territory held 
by Israel — is unclear and does not 
lie with Jordan or Egypt. 

“While the legitimate existence of 
a sovereign Israel in part of 
Palestine is recognised, the question 
of sovereignty in the part of 
Palestine remaining outside of 
Israel under the 1949 armistice 
agreements has not been finally 
resolved.” Atherton told the con- 
gressmen. 

Discussing the Carter stand 
against settlement In the territories, 


Atherton said U.S. policy had been 
consistent on the subject since 1968. 
He said the Arabs saw the 
settlements as prejudging the out- 
come of the negotiations which, un- 
der Security Council resolution 242, 
are to determine toe “secure and 
recognized boundaries" Israel is to 
have. 

He said the settlements are in this 
way "analogous to statements from 
some Arab quarters which raise 
questions in Israeli minds whether 
toe Arbabs are really prepared to 
make genuine peace." 

However, in answering a question 
on the relationship between settle- 
ment in the territories and the right 
of self-determination, he declared: 

“It is essential to understand an 
important difference between the 
Sinai and the Golan Heights, on toe 
one hand, and the West Bank and 
Gaza, on the other. 

"Territory in the Sinai and the 
Golan from which Israel withdraws 
will clearly revert respectively to 
Egypt and Syria, whose sovereignty 
is not disputed. The issue of self- 
determination is therefore not ger- 
mane in these two cases.

Bonn sacks six officers 
after ‘Jew-burning 5 act 


BONN (Reuter). — Six young of- 
ficers were dismissed from toe West 
German Army yesterday for their 
part In a symbolic "Jew- burning" 
ceremony at & Munich military 
. academy. 

Five other lieutenants who took 
part in the anti-Semitic incident, in 
which young soldiers shouted “Sleg 
Heir and sang old Nazi party songs, 
would be disciplined, Defence 
Minister Georg Leber announced. 

The dismissals were expected 
after a political furore over the Inci- 
dent. The cabinet stated last week 
there was no room for neo-Nazism or 
anti-Semitism in the West German 
Army. 

The Inspector-General of the arm- 
ed forces. General Harftid Wust, 


yesterday called for better instruc- 
tion of West German recruits about 
Nazism and the Jewish question. 

In a special army publication, he 
said all forms of extremism were in- 
compatible with West Germany's 
free and democratic society. 

The dismissals followed an official 
Inquiry into the incident and another 
in which an officer scrawled a 
swastika over an attendance sheet. 

Several other neo-Nazi incidents in 
the armed forces in recent months 
have aroused concern here. 

Two guards at an air force base 
were recently disciplined for ex- 
changing Nazi salutes and last week 
it was discovered hundreds of neo- 
Nazi pamphlets had been distributed 
at an army barracks. 


U.S. Navy halts Phantom flights 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Navy halted flights of its 1,800 Phan- 
tom fighter-bombers and recon- 
naissance planes on Tuesday pen- 
ding Inspection for cracks and corro- 
sion to an assembly unit which con- 
trols the aircraft's flight stabilizer. 

A spokesman said yesterday the 
inspections will require about five 
man-hours of work per plane, and 
that about 95 per cent of the aircraft 
should have completed the check 
within two weeks. 


A Pentagon spokesman said other 
countries that had bought the Phan- 
toms had been told about the groun- 
ding through their embassies in 
Washington. 

In Israel, official military sources 
refused to comment on toe report, 
and what, if any, steps have been 
taken here. Two months ago when 
reports reached Israel that it had 
been decided to ground C-130 
transports due to a suspected fault in 
wing structure, the Air Force here 
pointedly turned away any queries.

The leaders of the Democratic 
Movement for Change yesterday 
overwhelmingly voted to join the 
government coalition, accepting 
Uie terms the Likud offered last 
month. This recommendation 
will come before the party’s 135- 
member councti this evening. A 
majority for joining Prime 
Minister Menabem Begin's 
government is expected. 

The decision will give Begin a 
comfortable majority of 78 members 
in the 120 -member Knesset, instead 
of his present narrow coalition of S3. 

DMC leader Yigael Yadin is ex- 
pected to be deputy prime minister 
and acting premier whenever Begin 
is absent. The DMC will also shortly 
nominate the ministers of justice, 
social betterment, and transport and 
comm unications. 

Yesterday's decision, taken by the 
DMC’a secretariat and Knesset fac- 
tion. Is mainly attributed to Yadin ’s 
change of heart. Many DMC 
members had long ago advocated 
joining the coalition but did not want 
to force Yadin. One very senior 
leader who played a major role in 
facilitating yesterday's decision in- 
timated he would not have voted for 
joining the government if Yadin had 
persisted in his opposition. But at the 
end ot the four-hour debate at DMC 
headquarters in Jerusalem, 15 
members voted for joining the 
coalition; MKs Mordechai 
Wirshubski and Amnon Rubinstein 
voted against; MK Zeidan ALshe 
abstained; and Yoram Ala ter and 
Dan Bivero boycotted the vote. 
Alster argued that the secretariat 
and the Knesset faction were not 
authorized to decide to renew coali- 
tion negotiations. 

No negotiations are in fact ex- 
pected. Yadin told yesterday's 
forum there is no room for 
negotiations now. But the DMC 
leaders who will confer with the 
coalition leaders this morning will 
seek “magnanimity" from their new 
partners, a senior DMC source told 
The Jerusalem Post "We're not 
presenting any new demands," the 
source said. 

The DMC'8 leadership is ready to 
accept the following offer: 

The DMC will retain freedom oi 
expression and freedom to abstain in 
the Knesset on political matters 
relating to Judea and Samaria. (The 
DMC is ready for territorial con- 
cessions there, unlike toe Likud.) 

The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee will have toe 
final say on settlement, if a DMC 
cabinet member demands a debate 
there. 

In addition to being deputy and 


acting prime minister, Prof. Yadin 
will coordinate the ministries deal- 
ing with social betterment and will 
control budgetary allocations. 

• The Social Betterment Ministry 
will include the present Ministries of 
Labour and Social Welfare and the 
National Insurance Institute. The 
Health Ministry will be incorporated 
after the National Health Insurance 
bill is enacted, or — if that bill does 
not pass — no later than in a year 
from now. 

• A committee of the four coalition 
partners (Likud, DMC, National 
Religious Party and Agudat Yisrael) 
will take up electoral reform and will 
decide on the number of regions into 
which the country will be divided. 
The DMC will have freedom of vote 
on the proposed bill. 

• The DMC will have freedom of 
vote on all religious matters, in- 
cluding those pertaining to the status 
quo on religious affairs. 

Yadin conveyed yesterday's deci- 
1 sion to Begin. During the 35-mtoute 
meeting at Begin's home in the after- 
noon, Yadin.also reported extensive- 
ly on his 12-day visit to the U.S. (The 
DMC leader returned on Tuesday.) 
Begin, a DMC source reported, was 
"more than kind"' to Yadin and 
created toe Impression they were on 
a new footing, although Yadin had 
accused him at tailing to stand by his 
word. 

Begin (who heads the Herut party 
in the Likud), Finance Minister 
Siznha Ehrlich (who heads the 
Liberal Party), and Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism Minister 
Ylgal Hurvitz (of La' am) will confer 
with Yadin and MKs Shmuel T am lr 
and Meir Amit this morning. NRP 
and Agudat Yisrael representatives 
were also invited to the meeting 
scheduled for ll o'clock. 

The parties are expected to hold 
“a very technical debate” surveying 
the Likud offers and setting a 
timetable for toe necessary steps, a 
DMC source said. 

Meanwhile, Begin cancelled 
Herut’s Central Committee meeting 
set for thi« evening which was to 
have nominated one of Its men for 
the social betterment portfolio. 

The DMC announcement issued 
after yesterday's Secretariat and 
Knesset faction meeting sold the 
majority voted to join the govern- 
ment “in view of the political and in- 
ternal conditions and the situation 
the country is facing." 

DMC leaders said the main con- 
sideration was the emerging con- 
frontation with the U.S. Yadin told

Next year's defence budget will 
probably go down by 10 per cent In 
real terms. The Jerusalem Post has 
learned. 

Finance Minister SImha Ehrlich 
reportedly . told Defence Minister 
.Ezer Welzman yesterday that he 
was prepared to Increase the current 
budget of XL39.3 billion by only 20 per 
cent in fiscal 1078 — 10 per cent less 
than the expected rate of inflation. 

It is understood that the 
Treasury's proposal is currently un- 
acceptable to the Defence Minister, 
who claims that he himself trimmed' 
the current budget by IL1.4 billion 
earlier this year. 

The Treasury's current proposal is 
not final. The Post has learned, since 
Ehrlich is apparently waiting for the 

arrival of U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Michel Blumenthal next month, and 
for clarifications on Washington 
foreign aid to Israel before he makes 
up his mind. 

A way out of the conflict could he 
found if the U.S. agrees to finance 
Israeli military production projects, 
rather than insist that the money ap- 
propriated for weapons systems be 
spent in the U.S. This would reduce 
the need for domestic financing of 
military production, which is ex- 


pected to reach new levels next year 
with, the Likud Government tending 
to support such expensive projects 
as a locally produced plone. 

In the past the U-S. has been reluc- 
tant to finance local production, but 
an important concession was made 
recently which officials here believe 
may indicate the start of a new trend 
when the U.S. Government ap- 
propriated $i60m. for the production 
of the Merkava tank. 

With regard to the budget as a 
whole, the government has said that 
it hopes to limit spending to an in- 
crease of 23 per cent. This will be 
somewhatproblematlc, however, for 
the following reasons: 

•Repayment of debts will grow hy 35 
per cent in real terms, reaching IL40 
billion loans. 

•export Incentives are expected to 
grow considerably, not only because 
of planned devaluation of 28 per cent, 
but also because of an expected 15 
per cent rise In exports (the total ex- 
penditure will therefore probably go 
up by 45 per cent) ; 

•file Treasury plans to Invest in in- 
frastructure in order to promote 
economic growth. 

It was said last night that in light 
of the above, if no cuts is made in the 
defence budget, social and govern- 
ment services in the country will 
have to be trimmed.

State Dep’t sees slowdown 
in new areas settlements

however, the situation is different. 
Both of these territories were part of 
the British Mandate of Palestine. 
While the legitimate existence of a 
sovereign Israel in part of Palestine 
is recognized, the question of 
sovereignty in the part of Palestine 
remaining outside of Israel under 
the 1949 armistice agreements has 
not been finally resolved. Jordan in 
May 1950 declared that its annexa- 
tion of the West Bank was without ■' 
prejudice to the final settlement of 
the Palestine issue, and Egypt did 
not make any sovereign claim to the 
Gaza Strip during the time it waa the 
administering authority there. 


“Israel similarly noted the un- 
defined nature of sovereignty In the 
West Bank and Gaza.” 

For the U.S., Atherton said, “the

future disposition of the West Bank 
and Gaza la that the arrangement be 
acceptable to the parties concerned. .

Schoolchildren to visit 
Israeli Arab villages

Israeli Jewish schoolchildren will 
be taken to Arab towns and villages 
this year on study tours and ex- 
change programmes, ETUahu Man- 
sour. of the Education Ministry's 
Arable-language division told The 
. Jerusalem Post yesterday. He said 
that the scheme would also bring 
Israeli .Arab children into Jewish 
homes. 

There have been "a few" attempts 
in the past to bring Jewish and Arab 
children together, Mans our said, but 
this year's programme — which will 
involve up to 100 schools — will be 
the moat extensive to date. 

Mansour, who prepared a report 
which the division published earlier 
this week, said that teachers of 
Arabic bad already attended courses 
this summer which involved study 
trips to Arab centres. They had thus 
prepared the ground for their pupils' 

• visits later on this year, the aim of 
which is not only to improve their 


spoken Arabic and to get to know 
local Arab culture but also "to 
' promote friendship between the two 
peoples." 

Exchange visits will be arranged 
In the Nazareth and Negev regions, 
and also, for the first time ever, 
between East and West Jerusalem 
pupils, he said. 

The Education Ministry’s report 
notes that the number of pupils lear- 
ning Arabic has increased tenfold 
over the past nine years. In 1968, 7.- 
000 children studied Arabic as com- 
pared to 80,000 today, representing 
about a third of the elementary 
school population. 

According to Mansour. there are 
plans this year to introduce Ar&bfc 
from the fourth grade, as was 
recommended by a recent com-' 
mittee of experts headed by 
Professor Moshe Piamenta. (Arabic’ 
is an elective in Jewish schools. Arab 
children in Israel are required to 
learn Hebrew from the second 
, grade.)

It will be strictly forbidden to issue 
a new edition of a school textbook for 
five years, unless this is warranted 
by substantive changes in the sub- 
ject matter. This was announced 
yesterday by Moshe Gil boa, chair- 
man of tte Ministry of Education’s 
authorization committee on text- 
books.- 

This reform Is likely to result In a 
real savings for parents, who have 
often been prevented from using, 
second-hand editions because the 
publishers — with the approval of 
the Education Ministry — have used 
the slightest change as an excuse to 
bring out a new edition. 

Gil boa added that schools will also 
have the right to go on using an old' 
textbook for another three years 
after a new textbook is published. 

All school textbooks will have to be 
cleared by the authorizations com- 


mittee. This includes books put out 
by the universities and even 
publications of the Education 

Ministry's c urric ulum centre. 

The ministry has also announced 
that officials who write textbooks 
will not be allowed to put their titles 
or positions on the fly-leaf or cover. 
It will also be forbidden for ministry 
officials, such as district super- 
visors, to put pressure on principals 
or teachers to use their books. 

Ministry and municipal education 
officials have had a captive market 
tor their textbooks until now. It is un- 
likely that this change) well- 
intentioned as it la, will be very 
effectual, since all principals ana 
teachers know the names of local 
ministry officials and supervisors.

Traffic blocked to 
protest slow buses

BNEI BRAK. — Residents of the 
Pardess Katz neighbourhood here 
blocked traffic yesterday morning at 
the Jabotinsky-Mivtza Kadesh In- 
tersection to protest infrequent and 
overcrowded bus services to the 
area from Tel Aviv. • 

The demonstrators created 
serious snarls In Tel Aviv-bound 
traffic until they were dispersed by 
police. 

Later to the morning, represen- 
tatives of the protesters told police 
officials at the Dan precinct head- 
quarters in Ramat Gan that buses 
arrive as much as an hour late and 
often fail to pick up passengers. A 
meeting between neighbourhood 
representatives and Dan officials 
has been set for Sunday to solve the 
problem. 

A spokesman for Dan told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that he 
"sympathized" with tbe residents of 
the area. He said the problem was 
due to traffic snarls within Tel Aviv, 
which force the buses to travel at a 
slower pace. This produces longer 
intervals between return trips and 
greater numbers of passengers on 
the buses. 

He said more buses would only In- 
crease the congestion that produces 
the problem. The possible solutions 
the company officials will discuss 
are the introduction of more express 
lines or changes In the routes.

Teachers ill-prepared to cope 
with emergency situations

There is a general resistance to 
thinking about and planning for war 
and emergency situations in Israeli 
schools, Joseph Kblodner, head of 
tbe Education Ministry’s 
Psychological Counselling Service, 
told The Jerusalem Post y eaterday . 

Kolodner pointed out that although 
an emergency kit has recently been 
prepared for teachers' use during 
times of war, few of them know how. 
to use it. Therf? are .1,000 psy- 
chological counsellors, primarily 
.deployed. In. the seventh and. eighth 
grades, but only 300 have been train - 
. ed to tha preparatio.n of, teachers and 
children for war. 

The problem was, to Kolodner's 
view, that educational psychologists 
"are just like everybody else — they 
just can't bear to face up to it." 
When the Tom Klppur War broke out 
they generally avoided the very dif- 
ficult psycho-educational problems 
of children and teachers In a war 
situation.

Munich-massacre film delights Beirut 


BEIRUT (AP). — A flhn about the 
1972 terrorist attack on Israeli 
sportsmen at the Munich Olympics. 
"21 Hours at Munich," is drawing 
capacity crowds of young male 
audiences here, who cheer for the 
killers instead of the hostages. 

When the concluding scene shows 
Palestinians killing Israeli athletes 
strapped inside two helicopters, the 
audience in predominantly Moslem 
West Beirut erupts into a frenzy of 
foot-stomping approval. 

“A great movie," smiled a beard- 
ed Palestinian who said he had seen 
the film three times to the past week 
and would come again the next 
night. 

"You know, we look on Franco 
Nero as one of us now." the Arab 
added. The Italian actor played tbe 
role of Iasa. the terrorist leader at 


Munich who was gunned down after 
throwing a grenade into one of the 
helicopters carrying the Israeli 
hostages. 

"We’ve been sold out every night 
since the Lufthansa hijacking began, 
but we would have done well 
anyway," said a ticket-taker at one 
of the two theatres showing the 
American-made film. 

The other theatre had to briefly 
shut down this week to repair 
damage from a riot that erupted 
when the second reel got misplaced. 
Since then, Syrian peace-keeping 
soldiers have been placed as guards 
in the theatre lobbies and Lebanese 
policemen search each customer. 

None of the films produced about 
the Israeli rescue mission at 
Entebbe have been shown In the 
Lebanese capital.

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Commandos used UK ‘stun grenades’ 

Bonn describes 
‘brutal’ battle 
to free hostages 


' BONN. — German commandos who 
stormed the hijacked Lufthansa air* 
Bner In Somalia early Tuesday mor- 
ning were met with a hail of gunfire 
and exploding grenade's In a 
“brutal” battle in the midst of 86 

hostages. Interior Minister Werner 
Maihofer said yesterday- Speaking 
In the present tense, Maihofer 
reconstructed the seven-minute bat- 
tle at a news conference, describing 
how the crack GSG-9 commandos at 
first “eliminated" two of the four 
terrorists after "determined 
resistance" In the cockpit. He con- 
tinued: "Another terrorist In the 
first-class compartment ... opens 
fire from there. And although hit by 
two bullets, be then hurls a hand 
grenade towards the rear of the 
plane. This explodes under a seat. 
And after this terrorist Is hit by 
more bullets — this may help you to 
measure the brutality of the fight — 
be detonates another grenade even 
while falling, which Injures several 
hostages in the feet," Maihofer said. 
‘‘When this had been eliminated too, 
suddenly a terrorist — later found to 
be a woman — In the rear toilet) 
opens fire on GSG-9 through the 
door" before being gunned down too 
by the troops, he said. 

Maihofer said Chancellor Helmut 
i Schmidt's personal representative in 
Mogadishu, Hans-Jurgen 
Wlschnewskl, and Somali authorities 
decided Monday evening to launch 
;the attack, after the Somalia had 
succeeded In getting the terrorists to 
extend their deadline twice. 

The terrorists had threatened to 
blow up the aircraft unless West Ger- 
1 many Creed 11 jailed terrorists and 
the Turkish government returned 
■ two Palestinian terrorists. 

Continuing his chronology of the 
action, Maihofer said: 

At 7:10 p.m. local time “the 
special Lufthansa plane with the 
forces of the GSG-9 landed at 
Mogadishu airport. ..and taxied to a 
parking area 2,000 metres away. The 
forces of GSG-9 were greeted by the 
local commander of the Somali 
security forces... 

“The units immediately thereafter 
started to get themselves equipped 
with weapons and material accor- 
ding to their orders. Everything 
necessary for this was inside the 
plane..." 

At 00:25 local time, "after com- 
munications with the command 
headquarters were established, 
scouts reported their first patrol (of 
the area _around the plane). *[_ 

At 1:15 a.m. Tuesday, “the com- 
mandos and technical specialists 
.moved in,’* “reaching attack

The 80-man GSG-9 squad which 
stormed the airliner was also helped 
by two officers of the British Army 's 
elite Special Air Services (SAS) regi- 
ment, the Defence Ministry said. 

The assault in Mogadishu Is believ- 
i ed to he the first time the stun 
grenades have been used in anti- 
terrorist operations. The grenade, 
developed by the SAS, Immobilised 
the hijackers before they could open 
fire on their captives. - 
Ministry officials declined com- 
ment on the report and claimed the 
grenades are classified weapons. 
However, informed military sources 
dose to the SAS said the newly- 
developed grenades were made 
available to the Germans. 

“They're like a gigantic knockout 
drop.” one source said. 

"They make a lot of noise and 
produce a big flash that stuns 
hostiles for up to 10 seconds — time 
enough to Immobilise them and pre- 
vent them killing hostages while 
. they are either captured or shot." 

The sources reported that the SAS 
men flew into Mogadishu, cap- 
ital of Somalia, aboard the Boeing 
787 carrying Wischnewskl, who. 
directed the storming of the plane 
hijacked in Majorca six d ays ago. 

“They were there In an advisory 
role,” the Defence Ministry said. 
There was no Indication they took 
part in the actual storming of the hi-- 
jacked Lufthansa plane. 

(There were reports that Israel 
had also sent experts to help the Ger- 
mans, but an Israeli spokesman 
would not comment.)

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AF). — 
Nicaraguan security forces search- 
ed cars and positioned soldiers 
behind sandbags at key intersections 
in this Central American capital 
yesterday after suffering heavy 
losses in stepped-up guerrilla at- 
tacks. 

At least 24 persons have died in the 
last six days in confrontations 
between the Sandlnista Liberation 
Front and the national guard, In- 
cluding 15 military men, six 
guerrillas, and three civilian^, 
government sources said. 

Military sources said rein- 
forcements had been sent from 
Managua cm Tuesday to Tupitapa, a 
town about 25 km. northeast of 
Managua, and to several positions 
along the border with Costa Rica to 
the south and southeast. 

The government maintained a 
rigid silence on military movements, 

; but Roger Bermudez, President 
Anastasio Somaza's press secretary, 
said the guard was continuing its 
pursuit of guerrillas throughout the 


country and was “In complete con- 
trol” of the situation. 

The Sandlniatas, named after 
Cesar Agusto Sanding, a rebel army 
officer who became a guerrilla ctyef- 
tain in the early 1900s, have made 
four major attacks since October 12. 

- They ambushed an array patrol 
near the town of Ocutal north of 
Managua near the border with Hon- 
duras that night, killing five 
guardsmen and one civilian, the 
government reported. 

The next morning the Sandlnistas 
struck the military garrison in San 
'CarlOS southeast Of M-ftmtgna ami 
near the border with Costa Rica. 
That attack left five more 
guardsmen and another civilian 
dead. 

After the government sent a crack 
combat company from Manag ua to 
San Carlos to destroy the guerrillas, -

NAIROBI (Reuter). — Ethiopia’s 
military leaders yesterday called an 
the population to combat internal 
anarchy, saying factories were be- 
ing sabotaged, schools closed and 
vast quantities of crops left to rot by 
enemies of the country's four-year- 
old revolution. 

A statement from the ruling 
provisional military administrative 
council, the Dergue, gave a rare and 
revealing picture of Ethiopia's inter- 
nal turmoil as it fights wars against 
secessionists in the north and advan- 
cing Somalis in the east and south. 

The official Ethiopian news agen- 
cy quoted the Dergue as saying that 
i anarchy, sabotage and subversion 
could no longer be tolerated, and 
urging the' people “to arm 
themselves with iron discipline and 
revolutionary morale to crush, the 
.eppmy.yrithiD.*',,,. .. .... 

In a dispatch received here, the 
agency said: "Urban terrorism in 
particular has reached a stage 
where concerted action to maintain 
peace and security for citizens is 


needed. Normal schooling Is being 
disrupted and factories are being 
sabotaged, as are numerous other 
pursuits essential to the smooth 
functioning of society." 

The Dergue said anarchists were 
spreading a distorted image of land 
reforms and. as a result, p easants 
had left IL400m. worth of crops to rot 
in the fields. 

It named the Marxist Ethiopian 
People's Revolutionary Party 
(EPKP) and the moderate Ethio- 
pian Democratic Union (EDU) as 
the principal Internal enemies, and 
called on the masses “to get more 
organized and wield the 
revolutionary hammer against those 
who seek to foil the revolution 
dismember the nationj" 

The Dergue did not specify the 
Marxist Pan-Ethiopian.. Socialist 
Movement, MHRSON, whose leaders . 
In recent Weeks have dfcs'ertedf top 
civilian political positions "and gone .- 
underground to join what they call 
“the revolutionary opposition." 

Diplomats in Addis Ababa said 


there had been a sharp increase In 
political assassinations and night - 
gun-battles In Addis Ababa in the 
past three weeks,- since a 
government-appointed trade union 
leader was shot dead. 

Some diplomatic sources in the 
Ethiopian capital say as many as 350 
students and left-wing militants, 
many of them supporters of 
MEISON, have been killed, in the 
new round of violence. The govern- 
ment has denied this. 

There appears to be a consensus 
among diplomats that political 
violence — between rival semi- 
official parties, within the govern-

Happily. I can recall no scandals 
regarding the finances of Ministers’ 
wives (or husbands) or children, any 
more than there have been of per- 
sonal financial corruption by tbe 
Ministers themselves. 

Our big corruption miseries have 
mainly been at local authority level. 
It is they who build tbe great es- 
tates.. .who employ the architects 
apd the construction engineers. ..and 
who have power over so many of our 
contracts. The Mayors and the Coun- 
cillors now receive expenses, but 
they are still financial volunteers. 
What surprises me is not the oc- 
casional “touch" of financial palm- 
greasing, but rather its remarkable 
rarity. Public life in Britain has 
evolved historically from the 
honoured and honourable services of 
the Lord of the Manor, the Knjgbt 
and the Squire. It has never been, 
and doubtless never will be, a paying 
proposition. 

When you point out that even the 
political servant Is worthy of his 
hire, the answer from the electorate 
is Immediate and comes in a series 
of inevitable questions: "What about 
the pensioners? What about the un- 
employed? What about the one- 
parent families? What about the 
lower paid in Industry?" Then comes 
the equally Inevitable denunciation 
of politicians: "There you are — all 
they're interested in Is lining their 
own pockets..." Which brings hollow 
laughter from politicians who in- 
variably serve because they get 
profound satisfaction from the work 
— and never because of its fi na n cial 
rewards.

Unless It's pulled off, 
the dead tick should cause no ad- 
ditional Irritation.

The Central Railway from Lima to 
Oroya and on to Huancayo is one of 
the wonders of Latin America. It is 
the highest passenger-serving line In 
the world, reaching 4.782 metres at 
Galera and white-coated medical 
staff with oxygen equipment haunt 
the corridors. 

A certain sense of humour is re- 
quired when riding Ecuadorian 
Railways. They go in for a little 
monster called an autocam7, which , 
basically. Is a vehicle that started its 
life as a lorry or bus. Landslides and 
swept-away bridges are frequent oc- 
currences and the trains — usually 
Fords — have a habit of running out 
of petrol in tunnels.

MODERN MAN benefits from such 
blessings of civilization as electrici- 
ty, running water and Btarsky and 
Hutch. But at the same time he la ex- 
posed to dangers from being sur- 
rounded by tens of thousands of 
poisonous products. Industry offers 
these things to make his life easier, 
especially her life: thousands of 
household chemicals contain sub- 
stances harmful to the living 
organism, man and animal alike. 
Their number has doubled and 
quadrupled in recent decades. Ex- 
perts estimate the number of new in- 
dustrial substances put on the 
market at 300,000 a year, and many, 
if not most of them, are harmful if 
they accidentally penetrate the liv- 
ing organism. 

Accidents happen daily wherever 
these products are introduced into 
the home. The victims, very often 
children, are rushed to the nearest 
hospital, Magen David Adorn station 
or Kupat Holim clinic for first aid. 
But not even the most experienced 
general practitioner can know off- 
hand what has to be done to counter- 
act the effects of thousands of 
poisons. 

As a similar situation obtains in all 
-industrially advanced countries, 
public-spirited doctors and chemists 
began in the fifties to set up “infor- 
mation banks" for storing all the 
know-how necessary to answer 
questions on how to treat people suf- 
fering from accidental poisoning. 
These "banks," known as toxicology 
centres or poison control centres, 
have built up card indexes and files 
on the formulations of standard or 
rare chemical products, the symp- 
toms they produce when they are ac- 
cidentally introduced Into the body 
and what needs to be done to get rid 
of them. 

In Israel, the Haifa physician. Dr. 
Naf (short for NaflaJi l Herz.took the 
initiative. For many years the Ram- 
bam Government Hospital’s 
specialist" on poisoning problems. 
Dr. Herz built up a card index in 
which he listed as many poisons as 
he could and foremost those most 
frequently found in accident cases. 
As time went on and his reputation 
as a poison expert spread, he propos- 
ed to the then hospital director, the 
late Dr. Rafael Grjebin, the es- 
tablishment of a poison control cen- 
tre. When Dr. Grjebin became the 
Health Ministry’s director-general, 
he took up the idea and told Dr. Herz 
to go ahead. For the past dozen years 
the "Poison Information Centre" 
has answered urgent telephone en- 
quiries from private and in- 
stitutional doctors, from casualty 
wards and public clinics and has dis- 
pensed sound medical advice on 
what to do for the victims of 
poisonings, mostly accidental. 

Exploring toddlers 

"Over half the cases we deal with 
are children aged two to four, the ex- 
ploratory age. They crawl about, 
open cupboards and hunt for sweets. 
And far too often they reach their 
parents’ store of pills and drugs and • 
swallow them with gusto. At that age 


they have no discriminatory taste 
yet and certainly no awareness of 
danger and try OL, t every kind of pil) 
they get hold of. In most cases I am 
called in time. There are few 
fatalities. But, of course. It would be 
better to make these pills inaccessi- 
ble to children and to keep them in 
child-proof containers.*’ says Naf 
Herz. 

A tall, bulky man, with a round, 
kindly face crowned by white hair, 
he obviously cares about his subject 
and it pains him that he cannot do 
more in the way of the best medicine 
there is: prevention. Guidance, 
educational work, pressing for In- 
telligent legislation are matters 
close to his heart. "But you can see 
for yourself how we work and what 
we can afford." 

The two fairly small rooms are fill- 
ed with index boxes, files, reference 
books and posters in several 
languages containing information on 
“all the world’s poisons." The staff 
consists of a full-time chemist Dr. 
Bianca Raikhlin and a half-time 
secretary. Drs. Herz and Raikhlin 
share between them the round-the- 
clock duty of answering enquiries by 
phone. "We get four to five calls 
every 24 hours, mostly in tbe 
evenings." 

24,000 entries 

The two toxicologists are busy 
most of the time up-dating their in- 
dex from local and foreign sources. 
“We have listed most of the 
household and agricultural poisons, 
like the cleaning agents, the insec- 
ticides and pesticides. There are 
about 24,000 entries on our list, brand 
names, chemical or common names, 
but many of these are based on the 
same substances and In effect that 
number is reduced tn about 9,000 
substance cards which Hit informa- 
tion on treatment," says Dr. Herz. 

The Haifa Centre is affiliated to a 
European and world association of 
similar institutes which compare 
notes and, to a small extent, ex- 
change information. Dr. Herz knows 
of no other such centre in our part of 
the world. 

Pharmaceuticals are produced in 
huge numbers and stupendous varie- 
ty. not only to enrich their makers, 
but also to promote our health. If 
somebody takes them in excessive 
doses, as happens in accidents or in 
suicide attempts, the Poison Infor- 
mation Centre at the Rambam 
Hospital may be consulted for help. 
"There is a department at the Health 
Ministry in Jerusalem which main- 
tains a registry of side-effects of 
medical drugs. It is, so to speak, a 
next-door neighbour of ours. In- 
terested in the various effects of 
small and ‘normal* doses. We come 
in when there is a poisoning on a 
serious scale. Another agency con- 
cerned with poisons, also at the 
Health Ministry, is the Institute for 
Standardization and Control of Phar- 
maceuticals. It watches over the 
purity of medical drugs and has a 
say also oh iririch agricultural 
-poisons.-for instance pesticides, are 
to be admitted’ Into Israel." 


Dr. Herz is not only a conscien- 
tious doctor, but also a well- 
disciplined civil servant and as such 
Is unwilling to comment on the fact 
that too many Government agencies 
can unload poisonous substances on 
the population. He shrugs his big 
shoulders with mute resignation 
when he is asked what he, that is Ms 
Centre , con do within his shoe-string 
budget, to educate the public to 
precautionary conduct against 
poisoning accidents. It is a baffling 
and sombre fact that the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry does not of- 
ficially recognize "poisonous" 
materials such as we ordinary mor- 
tals know them. That Ministry, aloof 
and cold to purely human ex- 
perience. classifies materials as 
raw, bulky, dutiable, imported, etc. 
— all properties visible to the 
departmental eye. That a material 
can be poisonous and hence 
dangerous to man and beast is not its 

concern. 

That may be one of the reasons 
why to this day liquids “unfit for In- 
ternal consumption," in plain 
language: potentially dangerous, 

are not marketed in special and dis- 
tinctive bottles, although our Stan- 
dards Institute specified the form 
and size of such bottles ten vears ago 
/Standard B39/1967). 

WHAT IS the official definition of a 
poison? What would a judge learn If 
he or she asked for one? 

If you think the best answer would 
come from the Health Ministry, you 
are In for a surprise. That Ministry 
does officially recognize the fact that 
some materials are poisonous. But it 
abides by a "schedule" which It in- 
herited from the Mandatory 
( British ) Government. Over the past 
29 years it has not yet had time to 
enter the industrial age and update 
its schedule. To this very day it in- 
cludes none of the industrial poisons 
to be found In every home, usually 
under the kitchen sink. 

At this point, Dr. Herz is prepared 
to speak again. 

Mistaken drink 

“Adults and children drink such 
poisons from ordinary bottles, 
because at night or from Ignorance 
they mistake them for soft drinks. 
The doctors call us and we hold a 
joint consultation over the phone. 
Our service is needed less when it 
comes to suicide attempts by over- 
doses of sleeping pills; when a per- 
son trying to commit suicide is found 
In time, the emergency ward doctors 
already know what to do. 

"For children who poison 
themselves with pills, our advice 
would he, for Instance, to give them 
Ipecacuana syrup, an emetic that 
parents would do well to beep at 
home. But, of course, effective 
legislation — and proper enforce- 
ment — on the use of child-proof con- 
tainers instead of the little paper- 
bags in which pills are now dispens- 
ed. Is an urgent need. 

“But_ there is nothing our Centre 
can ao about if.'ItVup to the higher 
authorities. I’m only a doctor.”

SARAH CHURCHILL, daughter of 
Sir Winston Churchill. Jo to he the 
main guest at the Israel Variety 
Club’s loth anniversary 
celebrations. She will present a 
special programme at a gala dinner 
at the Jerusalem Hilton on 
November 8, when guest-of-honour 
Meaahem Begin will be presented 
with the club's gold certificate by the 
president of Variety International, 
Eric Morelll.

Her first 
appearance was in the chorus of a 
revue at the Adelphl Theatre In Lon- 
don during which she met her first 
husband, entertainer Vic Oliver, 
with whom she later toured 
America. In World War n she served 
as an officer in the WAAFs, and ac- 
companied her father to the Yalta 
Conference and other important 
trips.

Bach 
in England, her many stage roles In- 
cluded appearances in "Rain,"

Both Sarah Churchill and her ac- 
companist, pianist Idris Evans, are 
long-standing friends of Israel and 
supporters of Variety, which aids un- 
derprivileged children.

THE VULNERABILITY of Israel’s 
energy supply has been reduced con- 
siderably, says Minister of Energy 
and Infrastructure Yitzhak Moda'i, 
but a vast amount of work still 
remains to be done. With virtually 
all of our fuel imported — less than 

I . one per cent comes from domestic 
t sources — complacency is deflnlte- 
* ly out of order. 

Recent progress includes the 
diversification of our sources of 
crude oil and the substantial in- 
crease of reserves os hand. Both 
subjects are of major economic im- 
portance — buying petroleum from 
several producers can be more ex- 
pensive, and storage definitely 
carries a price tag. But both also 
have important political and securi- 
ty implications. 

.Energy, Moda'i stresses, is not 
just one more element in the life of a 
modern .nation, but one of the most 
central ones. If a country really is 
deprived of most of its energy 
sources, it cannot survive. 

Until very recently, this situation 
was compounded several-fold he* * 
Virtually all ’energy needs were 
covered by a angle fuel, crude oil, ar- 
that was controlled to a danger* 
extent by our enemies. Without 
petroleum, not a vehicle or train 
would movd, not a lightbulb would 
light up and virtually all the coun- 
try’s terms and factories would be 
paralyzed. In addition, not _& meal 
could be cooked, nor any homes 
heated during chilly winter nights. 

Efforts so tar have helped make 
our petroleum supply less 
vulnerable to political and economic 
pressure. Details cannot be made 
public — the hard facts of inter- 
national oil trading are closely 
guarded secrets everywhere, and 
even more so in this part of the 
world. But reports in the inter- 
national press bear out the above en- 
couraging conclusion. 

This is very far from satisfying the 
new Minister of Energy, or his staff. 
Their objective is to bring all aspects 
of our energy economy into a single 
framework, in which efforts are 
coordinated and resources allocated 
on the basis of logical priorities. , 


The task of 
the Energy 
Ministry 


la the past, such rationality was 
made impossible by administrative 
fragmentation. Different ministries, 
agencies, institutes and corporations 
dealt with separate aspects of the 
general picture; only miracles could 
have avoided duplication, disparity 
and work at cross purposes. 
Nowhere was there a single authori- 
ty charged with the coordination of 
all the different policies and 
programmes. 

The Ministry of Energy — and 
shortly before it, the National 
Energy Authority — was establish- 
ed to solve, that problem. The 
elimination of waste Is the first ob- 
1 jective, but Moda'i alms at far more 
than that; the formulation and im- 
plementation of both short and long- 
term plans to assure the country of 
all the energy it needs for growth 
and prosperity. 

For the sake of convenience, the 
new Ministry’s activity can be divid- 
ed into four major spheres. First of 
these is the procurement, transpor- 
tation and processing of crude oil ; In 
this area, aays Moda’i, a good deal 
has been accomplished recently, 
although strenuous efforts continue. 

The search for oil In land and off 
our shores Is the second sphere — 
on e in which there baVe been great 
frustrations. Most geologists think 
the petroleum la there : finding ft 
has been more difficult th a n most 
would have thought when Heletz was 
discovered, two decades ago. 

In spite of those difficulties, 
prospecting continues and will be in- 
tensified. Much of the risk capital 
will come from governmental 
sources, but Moda'i la studying ways 
of Involving private investors — 
from Israel and from abroad. It 
seems that some firms In thin in- 


dustry are interested, and suitable 
arrangements could be worked out 
The third sphere of activity con 
cents electricity — Its generation, 
distribution and rational use. Here 
the primary stresses will be on 
diversification of energy sources, 
but much will also be done to make 
the network more foolproof. A New 
York-type blackout is something 
Israel cannot afford. 

Fourth comes the investigation 
and development of alternate 
energy supplies, based on domestic 
resources. Both the lignite deposits 
In the Hule valley and oil shales near 
Arad are being investigated inten- 
sively. In connection with the latter, 
tests are presently being conducted 
in cooperation with several foreign 
firms, including Babcock and 
WQcox, of the U.5. and Canada. 

Concerning the proposed 
Mediterranean-Dead Sea hydroelec- 
tric project, controversy has 
again erupted between experts 
favouring different routes; some 
believe a tunnel through the Judean 
Mountains would he best, while 
others prefer an overland canal. 
Moda’i will shortly appoint a com- 
mittee of Independent experts who 
are not connected with either 
proposal, to break the impasse. 

In addition to these relatively im- 
mediate efforts,, there will be work 
on more "exotic” alternatives, 
such as wave power, wind-driven 
engines, geothermal sources and, of 
course, the utilization of solar 
energy. 

In the latter, results obtained so 
far are very encouraging; it seems 
that large quantities of. water can be 
heated economically to 
temperatures Just below the boiling- 
point. With nearby cooling liquids at 
30 or even 40 a C. that gives a usable 
temperature differential of more 
than 50 °C. This is not enough to drive 
any turbine now in existence, but 
such a device conceivably could be 
developed, if a large enough 
research and development effort is 
mounted. 

Some programme of this type can 
be expected from the Ministry of 
Energy within the very near 
future. 


Guide to the perplexed 
on double taxation

TEL AVIV. — A 94-page guide aimed 
at helping Israelis find their way 
through the maze of double taxation 
regulations, has just been published 
jointly by the Manufacturers 
Association and the Investment 
Authority. It was written by lawyers 
Dr. Amn nn Rafael and David Efratl, 
and is called “International Double 
Taxation.’’ 

‘The guide is published In English 
since it contains many technical 
terms, and because lta main thrust is 
for Israelis doing business abroad," 
according to Falk Gadish, head of the 
Association of Foreign Investors in 
the Manufacturers Association. 
“Foreign 'investors here certainly 
prefer the guide in English,” he add- 
ed. „ ...... 

Many 'ihreign investors are hazy 
. S&jdt.TO^Jrttng in "Israel. The feifide 
explains how to avoid such dif-. 
acuities as paying a 50 per cent tax 
on profits charged in Europe and a 61 
per cent tax in Israel — for a total 
tax of 111 per cent. Admittedly, this 
is an extreme problem — and the 


solution is that the Israeli, upon 
presenting proof that he has paid the 
50 per cent tax abroad, only has to 
pay a 11 per cent tax in Israel. 

At present, Israel has 
arrangements offering relief from 
double taxation with many countries. 
One is now about to be reached with 
the U.S. 

Gadish explained that other areas 
which need immediately clarifica- 
tion, if the rate of foreign investment 
here was to be stepped up, was the 
Immediate publication of all facets of 
the new Encouragement of Invest- 
ment Law and of the recommen- 
dations of the Ronel Committee. 

“The Simplified Investment Law 
comes into force on April 1, 1978,' yet 
nobody has seen it so far. Investors 
like to plan yean ahead,. not weeks." 
Gadish-said. 

Aa tor the Ronel recommend 
dations. aimed at offsetting the 
“erosion" of foreign investments due 
to the frequent devaluations here, 
they had been adopted in March. 
1977. “yet the detailed regulations 
governing its actual function have 
not yet been published." 


Mosevics may head Export Institute

Mark Mosevics, former president of 
the Manufacturers Association.

Jacobowitz. head of Keshet, who is 
also bead of the textile division of the 
Manufacturers Association, and Uzi 
Gerstner, who heads an investment 
company called Shai. 

The incumbent chairman of the 
Institute, Eli Hurvitz, head of the 
Assia-Teva-Zori pharmaceutical 
firm, will wind up his term of office* 
in November. 

Although his two-year term of of- 
■ flee ended a year ago, he stayed on 
at the request of the Institute’s ex- 
ecutive, to complete the merger of 
the Institute with the former Israel 


Company for Fairs and Exhibitions, 
and the re-organisation ot the 
Institute itself. 

Formerly, it was divided into 
different export categories, such as 
textiles, books, and so on. Under the 
new set-up, the two main divisions 
are consumer exports end Industrial 
exports. 


Unemployment up 
in second quarter

Unemployment in the second 
quarter of the year rose to 3.8 per 
cent, as compared with 3.4 per cent 
in the first quarter, according to 
statistics of the Bank of Israel 
Research Department. 

In the second quarter, 26,000 per- 
sons, were added to the labour force, 
but only 12,000 of them found 
employment. The remainder pushed 
the number of unemployed up to 45,- 
000 . 

The Elian Dimona textile com- 
pany has sent dismissal notices to 
230 workers, and the Kitan company 
In Upper Nazareth has sent notices 
to 57 workers. In both places, a dis- 
pute has developed over who should 
be fired.

Bat Yam has trouble 
meeting its payroll

BAT YAM. — - Municipal coffers here 
are empty and the city is not sure it 
will have the wherewithal to pay the 
October salaries of its 1,200 
employees. 

In a conversation with The 
Jerusalem. Post the city spokesman 
admitted that Bat Yam’s financial 
affairs have been going from bad to 
worse over the past few months. The 
problem reached the crisis level at 
the end of September, when it 
emerged that the city was EL3m. 
short just to meet Its payroll. Bat 
Yam spends IL7.8m. monthly on 
salaries. 

City employees were considering 
measures against the municipality 
upon learning that they might 
receive no pay. At that point mayor 
David Messika managed to secure 
high -interest bank loans to cover the 
deficit. The salaries were paid late 
and some workers received their pay 
only this week. 

There is now great uncertainty In 
city hall about where the funds for 
the next payroll will come from. But 
a more immediate and no leas 
serious problem is that creditors 
have begun putting the squeeze on 
the municipality. Also, suppliers and 
contractors appear at city hall each 
day demanding pay for work, goods 
and services. The city is said to owe 


JLi.25m. to the sanitation contractor 
alone. 

The Messika municipal ad- 
ministration blames this near- 
bankruptcy largely on the cutback In 
Government allocations to the citieq, 
which leaves them largely un- 
compensated for welfare, education 
and health services they provided on 
behalf of the central government. 
Moreover, says the citv. Its tax 
payers owe U IL20m. in back taxes.. 

The present administration also 
says that the former Likud city ad- 
ministration headed by Yitzhak 
Walker is responsible for the fact 
that the municipality's financial 
reserves were dangerously low. 

Former Mayor Walker countered 
by saying that "no city in the country 
is in the money these days, because 
of the curtailment in Government 
financial assistance. The difference 
between the others and Bat Yam is 
that here the mayor and his 
assistants were too busy with In- 
trigues and that they grossly 
neglected the city's financial fiscal 
affairs. 

Mayor Messika succeeded Walker 
last February when he defected 
from his Likud faction and formed 
an alliance with Labour. A rotation 
agreement was worked out whereby 
Messika would resign In mid-term 
and Labour's Menahem Rothschild 
would hold office before the election.. 


Fire losses leap ahead

In the past year fires have caused 
IL150m. worth of damage hr Israel, 
besides the IL400m. worth caused by 
the fire at the Cargal corrugated 
cardboard plant In Lod early this 
month. Education and Culture 
Minister Zevulun Hammer told the 
Knesset yesterday. 

He was replying, as Acting 
Interior Minister, to an urgent mo- 
tion for the agenda by Uzi Saram 
(Alignment-Labour) on "Fire- 
Prevention Measures.” At 
Hammer’s suggestion, and with 
Baram’s agreement, the motion was 
referred to the Interior and En- 
vironmental Quality Committee. 

The IL400m. figure for the Cargal 
fire was Baram’s, who also noted 
that in 1976, IL77m. worth of damage 
had been caused by 13,000 fires. 

Baram called for the tightening of 
building-standard laws and their 
enforcement — as regards building 
materials, adequate escapeways for 
occupants of various kinds of 
buildings, and fire-fighting equip- 
ment in them. 

Furthermore, intensified action by 
the security forces was called for, as 
the underworld was Increasingly 
resorting to arson as a means of 
eliminating criminal traces of 
various kinds and of extortion, and 
there were strong suspicions poin- 
ting to arson by saboteurs, especial- 
ly in the recent spate of forest fires. 
Noting that Burg was the present 


government's only minister who had 
also served In the previous govern- 
ment, and that the subject has 
always been in his ministry's pur- 
view. Baram said there was no room 
here for blaming "the previous 
government" (as has been the 
custom in almost all the debates 
since the present Knesset con- 
vened). 

Baram also called for measures, 
Involving the Insurance companies, 
to ensure that employees of places 
destroyed by fire or shut down for a 
long time as a result, do not become 
indigent. 

In his reply. Hammer said that, 
bad as the situation was in Israel, we 
had one of the lowest rates of per- 
sonal and material damage from fire 
in the world. He noted that modern 
technology was creating a growing 
amount of highly inflammable 
building and other material. As a 
result, the Interior Ministry now re- 
quired that every local planning 
commission include a fire- 
prevention expert. 

The Knesset had already discuss- 
ed, and the security forces were 
dealing with, the criminal and 
sabotage aspects of the problem. 
Hammer said. 

The critical problem at the mo- 
ment, be concluded, was the lack of 
budget for more fire-prevention and 
fire-fighting personnel, and Interior 
was now discussing this with the 
Treasury.

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DMC’s ago nizing decision 


THE DEMOCRATIC Movement for Change, whose secretariat 
and Knesset faction yesterday voted to reopen coalition 
negotiations, is a new party organized not so much around any 
new ideology as on the promise of significantly better perfor- 
mance In the daily job of governance. Good men, not good Ideas, 
are its stock-in-trade- 

It U thus understandable why members of such a party should 
feel bitter at being relegated to the opposition. The vast majori- 
ty of 'the DMC have never objected in principle to serving in an 
administration under Mr. Begin. If their party wound up 
alongside Labour in the Knesset, it was because they failed to 
win the number of seats in the last elections that would have 
made them indispensable to any government coalition. 

In addition, Mr. Begln’s insistence on treating Professor 
Tadin as the chief of a ZO-man faction rather than as the head of 
a party with far-reaching claims to reforming the politics and 
society of Israel also dampened DMC spirits. 

While the dissatisfaction of sitting in the opposition has 
already been driven home to most of the DMC's Knesset 
Members and leadership cadres, the same cannot be said of the 
wholly expected frustration of sitting as junior partners In a 
presidential cabinet dominated by Mr. Begin. 

Professor Yadin has been widely accused of political inep- 
titude and inexperience in conducting the previous negotiations 
with Mr. Begin. But in his sensitivity to the kind of relationships 
that could develop between Mr. Begin and the Likud on the one 
hand and a DMC faction under his leadership on the other, he 
has shown greater prescience than his colleagues. 

The next few days will constitute a major test of the viability 
and unity of the DMC and of Professor Yadin's leadership over 
his party. 

On the surface, not much has happened that could have in- 
duced Professor Yadin to reconsider his earlier rejection of Mr. 
Be gin’s overtures — with perhaps one profound exception. This 
has to do with the Prime Minister’s state of health and the 
possibility that he may be unable to complete his full term of of- 
fice. 

The mere thought of a situation in which any of the currently 
mooted heirs-apparent would be the candidates to succeed Mr. 
Begin might be enough to stampede the DMC into joining the 
government at almost any price. 

An obvious sign that this Is a major consideration can be seen 
in the fact that the main bait now being dangled before the 
DMC's eyes is the offer of an expanded Deputy-Premiership — a 
post that, from the very start, was to have carried a commit- 
ment that its holder. Professor Yadin, would be the Acting 
Prime Minister in Mr. Be gin's absence. 

All this, however, is for the time being in the realm of conjec- 
ture. A wrong guess by the DMC may well lead to the beginning 
of its eclipse, as the party's special raison d'etre vanishes either 
in opposition or by being ground down in a cabinet where it does 
not share in — or is permanently outvoted on — most of the ma- 
jor policy issues.

MOST PEOPLE imagine, rightly or 
wrongly, that modern authors 
choose the names of characters In 
their novels by going through the 
telephone directory. 

The hero of Dr. Zhivago got his 
name, however, because Boris 
Pasternak noticed a man-hole while 
walking down the street and the 
manufacturer’s name stamped on It 
caught his fancy. 

Thia story Is told by Olga 
Ivlnakaya In her memoirs, "A Cap- 
tive of our Time," to be published by 
Doubleday in February. Ivlnskaya 
lived with Pasternak for 14 years 
and was the model for Lara in "Dr. 
Zhivago." She later spent 12 years in 
Siberia for her close association with 
Russia's then greatest poet. 

Olga, now 62 and living In Moscow 
with her mother, writes In her 
memoirs (extracts of which have 
been given to UPI) that Pasternak 
described Stalin "aa the moat 
terrifying person he had seen in his , 
life." She and the novelist were 
eavesdropped on constantly. 

Ivlnskaya reveals that she helped 
to write the letter in which Paster- 
nak renounced the Nobel Prize after 
the authorities threatened that he 
would not be allowed to return to the 
Soviet Union If he went to Sweden to 
accept the prize in 1958. 

"It was my fault." she says. “The 
letter should never have been 
sent. ..Looking back It seems 
monstrous that we should have made 
up this letter, before BL (for Boris 
Leonodovlch) even had any idea of 
what was going on. But we were In a 
great hurry and In the bedlam 
around us, nothing seemed extraor- 
dinary any more."

WE ARE Indebted to a reader with a 
long memory for some additional in- 
formation on Ze’ev Hay am, "that 
romantic soul and colourful per- 
sonality," as she calls the man who 
chose the Hebrew translation of

"I knew the Itzkovitch family," 
writes Sara Kiss in of Ramat Gan, 
"when Ze'ev — who was then called. 
Volodya — and I were at high school. 

"He grew up in the Black Sea port 
of Odessa where his father had a 
musical instruments business and 
tuned his own piano. Volodya’s 
father transmitted his love and 
knowledge of music to his four 
children — Volodya was the 
youngest — and they all played an in- 
strument.

The Itzkovitch parents were by then 
nearing their nineties but they still 
went swimming every morning. 

"When Tel Aviv Port was in- 
augurated, Ze'ev was associated with 
it In the beginning, but he later 
returned to Haifa to other important 
jobs, all connected with tbe sea.- 
Music was his other love and with his 
own children he carried on the tradi- 
tion set by his father."

LIKE THE "GIRL who jest c ain’t 
say no" In the American song, or the 
girl In the Tnmegotim 's ditty of the 
early ‘sixties whose "no” could be 
Interpreted three ways — as, “no," 
“maybe," and “no, but ask me again 
and it may come up yes" — the 
Democratic Movement for Change is 
seeking to determine whether its 
three-time “no" to joining the Begin 
Government still holds. 

The DMC leaders are fully aware 
that they have become a laughing 
stock, as a result of their apparent 
inability to finally decide whether to 
join or not. But the situation was un- 
avoidable, considering the nearly un- 
bridgeable gap between the DMC 
leaders 1 pretensions, and the mere 
15 seats they actually possess. 

The truth of the matter is that both 
sides — the Likud and the vast ma- 
jority of the DMC — have wanted, 
and continue to want to be joined In 
coalition. The DMC’s earlier "no" — 
despite the underlying potential 

“yes" — has primarily been due to 
'the Inability of the negotiators, 
Messrs. Begin and Yadin, to 
hammer out an agreement on the 
value to be attached to the DMC’s 
adherence, and on the role to be 
assigned to its ministers. 

Prof. Yadin believes that he is as 
qualified as Mr. Begin, if not more 
so, to be prime minister. And the 
DMC as a whole believes its poten- 
tial contribution to a government Is 
at least equal. If not greater, than 
that of the other partner. 

These are legitimate, if debatable, 
claims. The fact that Yadin and Co. 
failed to become what they hoped — 
the indispensable partner to either a 
Likud or a Labour coalition — made 
the entire question an academic one. 

Prime Minister Begin, on the other 
hand, has interpreted the election 
results as a personal vote of con- 
.fidence In him. His four months In of- 
fice have provided sufficient in- 
dications of his concept of a 
"presidential premiership," and of 
the relations which are to prevail 
between himself as premier and his 
cabinet of lesser luminaries. 

Mr. Begin, as a practised politi- 
cian, knows that he needs the DMC's 
15 votes; as Premier Begin, he Is ab- 
solutely opposed to accepting the 
DMC on terms better thaw those the 
Alignment in the past accorded its 
NRP partners.

SOME HYPOTHESES have become 
realities. The Likud always knew 
that it would be difficult to rule with 
Its 58-vote plurality, pins the iffy 
Agudat Yisrael four. The difficulties 
have now become more tangible, as 
the Knesset begins its winter ses- 
sion. 

The Liberals within the Likud 
were certainly aware of the domi- 
nant position Mr. Begin would wield 
in the first Likud Cabinet. The ex- 
perience of the first four months of 


this Government has turned these 
vague fears of being treated as In- 
consequential political stage-props 
Into a palpable reality. 

The DMC leaders who voted 
against' joining the Government 
knew that relegation to the Opposi- 
tion would entail a degree of frustra- 
tion. The depths of this frustration 
and the threat entailed to the con- 
tinued viability and unity of the par- 
ty are only now being realized. 

Furthermore, the Begln-Dayan 
team has Implemented a foreign 
policy that would hardly have been 
different were Prof. Yadin prime 
minister or foreign minister, and 
this despite Mr. Begin’*, adamant 
refusal to bend on his Ideological for- 
mulations in this field during their 
earlier negotiations. Prof. Yadin has 
intimated as much In a recent ad- 
dress in the U.S. 

Thus, with the exception of a few 
DMC "doves" from the party’s 
former Shlnul wing,- there Is little 
reason why theoretical divisions on 
foreign policy questions should pre- 
vent the DMC from joining in. The 
self-assigned task of the DMC’s 
"moderating" what could have been 


expected to be .Mr. Begin's and 
Herat's hawkish policy. Is In effect 
being performed- by President 
Carter. ’ 

A much more serious problem is 
the style in which foreign policy is 
being formulated and conducted. 
Four months have sufficed to es- 
tablish. the absolute monopoly of. 
Messrs. Begin and Dayan over this 
field, with their brooking no In- 
terference from the rest of the 
Cabinet. Regardless of one's views, 
on the content of this policy, there is 
much to be said for ha coherence, 
compared with the near anarchy of 
the last Alignment government/ 

How Prof. Yadin and tbe other 
DMC leaders — with strong views on 
foreign policy, and great pretensions 
to their right to be involved in its for- 
mulation — would fit into this cozy 
little, arrangement is highly 
problematic. In. past negotiations 
Mr. Begin offered Prof. Yadin a cen- 
tral role, as deputy prime minister, 
in the foreign policy field. What this 
promise would mean, in the light of 
the actual performance of the past 
four months.

RELATIONS WITH SOUTH AFRICA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I find somewhat naive the 
comments of the six new immigrants 
in their Reader#’- Letter- of 
September 80. They aelf-righteously 
"find It impossible to solicit support 
and acceptance for Israel... while she 
maintains relations" and seeks to 
broaden ties with the government of 
South Africa. 

No one can dispute the racism, in- 
justice and discrimination practiced 
by that government against its black 
(and brown and mulatto) citizens. 
South Africa is, however, no worse, 
and probably somewhat better, in its 
treatment of less-favoured subjects 
than 90 per cent of those collections 
of gangsters or self-appointed rulers 
of one clan, tribe or faction which 
pass for governments in the Second 
and Third Worlds. 

We know that Mr. BIko is "the 21st 
person to die In detention without 
trial in "less than a year." How much 
do we know about the mass murders 
of 10-80 per cent of the Cambodian 
population and the deaultory 
attempts at genocide not alone of the 
Kurds (noted In the adjoining 
column of the same issue of The 
Jerusalem Post ) . but of Blacks in the 
Sudan, aborigines In the Amazon 
Basin, Christiana In the Lebanon? 

"World support" is not withheld 
from Iraq, Cambodia, the Sudan, 
-Brazil and Syria. No, the “world" 
clamours for "justice” to Palesti- 
nian assassins- of the Lebanese. 
Indeed, the very confrontation states 
surrounding South Africa vie with 
each other to provide labourers for 
-its diamond fields and gold mines, a a 
60 per cent of the wages of these in- 
dentured labourers are paid in gold 
directly to their home states and are 
their major source of hard currency. 
Such arrangements are necessary 
and feasible because South Africa's 
Blacks, despite their disabilities and 
oppression, can refuse to work at 
these most disagreeable tasks and 
prefer to work in urban centres' ■— 
yes, and to live in the Infamous black 
townships.

And — agreeing with Mr. Rosen in 
his letter of September 20— having 
received an apartment and having 
applied for the much talked about 
loans and ‘grants, one has again to 
tackle the maze of government 
bureaucracy and red tape with 
delays of up to six months in paying 
such minor items as moving costs, to 
which new settlers are entitled. 

A separate office for the settling of 
the Galilee exists In name only. 
Unless the office begins to coor- 
dinate its activities with other 
government offices and work effec- 
tively. the Government can offer all 
the Incentives It wants — to no avalL.
